BOARD OF TRADE 
HOLDS MEETING 

Board of Trade Members Take Active 
Steps to Secure Improvement 
in Service 

If all the things put under way at 
Monday evening’s meeting of the Board 
of Trade bear fruit it will prove to be 
an exceedingly profitable meeting. It 
was not largely attended, but no time 
was wasted and after a busy session of 
a little more than an hour the Board 
adjourned at the unprecedentedly early 
hour of nine o'clock. 

The green cars now in use on the 
Sierra Madre car line came in for a good 
share of attention, and the things said 
about them and the policy of the Pacific 
Electric toward Sierra Madre in putting 
them in service on this line should have 
made the ears of the railway officials 
burn. M. II. Bridle introduced a strong¬ 
ly worded resolution of protest, includ¬ 
ing a request for better service. The 
resolution was adopted without dissent. 

That Sierra Madre should have more 
frequent mail service, together with at 
least one mail on Sunday was the unani¬ 
mous sentiment revealed by a discussion 
of the question participated in by Messrs.

MORE CTIRUS PROFITS 

There will he an important meeting 
at the building of the Sierra Madre- 
Lamanda Citrus Association next Thurs¬ 
day. July 21, at 2:30 p. m. At that 
time a representative of the horticultural 
experiment station at Whittier will ad¬ 
dress citrus fruit growers on the subject 
of experiments which have been con¬ 
ducted in methods of picking and packing 
fruit. It has long been known that 
there was an enormous loss to growers 
through decay resulting from mechani¬ 
cal injury in the course of picking and 
packing the fruit. But few’ growers have 
any idea to what extent this loss can 
be eliminated through improved meth¬ 
ods. The results achieved at the experi¬ 
ment station have been such as to be 
almost startling. It will be well worth 
the while of the grower to attend the 
meeting next Thursday. Light refresh¬ 
ments will he served.

WOOD ASHES. 

Folowing a table giving the various 
chemical constituents of wood ashes from 
different localities the thirty-fifth an¬ 
nual report of the Ontario Agricultural 
College and Experimental Farm says: 
'•From the above figures it will be seen 
that wood ashes are an important fer¬ 
tilizer, and particularly so as a supplier 
of potash, which exists in a soluble 
form and is, therefore, readily available 
to plants. The amount of potash varies 
from about 1.29 to as high as 5.14 per 
cent. They also contain a fair amount 
of phosphoric acid, and are, of course, 
very rich in lime, and therefore make a 
good fertilizer to apply to acid soils, 
farmers would do well to apply their 
wood ashes to their own land rather 
than selling them to buyers from the 
United States, as is being largely done 
at present. A number of samples of 
garbage ash have also been examined. 
In addition to supplying potash and 
phosphoric acid, they also contain some 
nitrogen.” 

Unfortunately, the wood ashes of most 
homes goes into the garbage can, or 
into the alley, while plants are starv¬ 
ing for this valuable food. We are a 
prodigal people, with little thought of 
preserving our natural resources.
